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THE  old  church  will  pass  away  within  this  twelve- 
month. Presently  its  wralls  may  be  razed,  its 
foundations  digged  up  and  nothing  will  remain  but 
the  memory.  Another  building  will  be  erected  on 
the  down-town  site.  To  many  it  w7ill  never  be  the 
same. 

1  'We  may  build  more  splendid  habitations, 

Fill  our  rooms  with  paintings  and  with  sculptures. 

But  we  cannot  buy  with  gold 

The  old  associations." 

Yet  there  is  a  lesson  which  the  Church  of  God 
need  to  take  to  heart — that  buildings  and  orders  and 
forms  and  methods  are  but  the  instruments  of  the 
day's  work,  any  of  which  we  may  lay  aside  when  the 
new  day  dawns  with  a  new  need.  The  rolling  years 
of  centuries  of  history  all  teach  us  that  the  attractive 
power  of  Christ's  Church  is  not  dogma,  ritual  or  arch- 
itecture— however  conducive  these  may  be  to  beauty, 
adornment  and  comfort,  but  supreme  above  all  else  is 
the  inestimable  influence  of  a  vitalized  and  enriched 
Christian  personality  of  those  who  constitute  the 
church  invisible.  Let  us  remember  this.  The  newr 
church  should  mean  for  us  all  a  new  start. 

"Build  thee  more  stately  mansions, 

Oh,  my  soul, 
As  the  swift  season's  roll  ! 
Leave  thy  low-vaulted  past  ! 
Let  each  new  temple,  nobler  than  the  last, 
Shut  thee  from  Heaven  with  a  dome   more   vast, 
Till  though  at  length  art  free, 
Leaving  thine  outworn  shell  by  life's  unresting  sea."
